Stanford Perfects 
Device to Count 
Atomic Particles 


STANFORD—Stanford physicists 
have developed a new electronic 
technique which permits counting of 
atomic particles in a billionth of a 
second. 

The new technique is designed to 
take advantage of an operating 
characteristic of the electron linear 
accelerator, Stanford’s new type at- 
om smasher, which runs at very 
high voltages for very brief pericds 
of time. It will also be applicable to 
to other machines, such as betatrons 
and some cyclotrons, which acceler- 
ate particles in pulses. 

Measuring an atomic particle 
in a billionth of a second is com- 
parable to flashing the whole U. S. 
budget in dollar bills past on elec- 

- tronic counter in a few seconds 
and at the same time singling out 
and measuring a single bill 

The work, financed by the office 
of naval research and carried out 
by Dr. Richard F. Post, research 
associate in the Stanford microwave 
laboratory, assisted by Mr. Norman 
S. Shiren and other physicists at the

Reminder Given 


On Payments for 
Household Help 


Persons employing regular house- 
hold help—housekeepers, maids, 
gardeners, cleaning women, chauf- 
feurs, cooks, etc—were reminded 
that they should learn if such work 
is covered by the new social security 
law thet tock effect Jan. 1. 


E. J. Eoley, manager, who rep- 
resents the social security admini- 
stration in San Mateo, explained 
that frcm Jan. 1 cash wages paid 
regularly to household workers must 
be reported to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue by the household 
employers. 

“We have a simple booklet which 
explains this new prevision of the 
Jaw,” Foley said.

A new “No right turn on:red light’’ sign, we are happy to 
report, is ‘now'‘in place at the southeast corner of El Camino 
_ Real and Ravenswood avenue. (That is, it was in place Tues- 
_ day at the time of this writing atid a lot of things, including 
windstorms, can happen). 

| Whether it was.riveted in place we didn’t pause to observe, 
_ but it seemed firmly affixed to resist wind and Stanford stud- 
‘ents who may be ina rush to get home to Stanford Village. 


The city council, one will recall, took note at its Feb. 27 
meeting. that the original sign had been missing, inquired 
when a new one would be plidted. An “on the record” ex- 
planation. was that the sign had been blown down; “off the 
record,”’ ‘twas stated that Stanford students, for whom the 
right turn against the stoplight was handy, didn’t like the re- 
Striction and acted accordingly. ~~ 
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Several officials present tittered politely at the 
“‘wind”’ version, which sets us wondering whether such 
a metter really is amusing. We concede the restric- 
tion at the one intersection was.a small segment of gen- 
eral traffic enforcement, yet it was a restriction im- 
posed by the city council itself for good reasons offered 
by the traffic safety. commission and the police depart- 
' ment. 


Council took the action last Dec. 12; according to the city 
manager, the origin@l warning sign was in place ‘only long 
enough for a couple of court sessions.” In other words, a 
couple of weeks. Meantime, pedestrians were being endan- 
gered, traffic congestion’ resulted when automobiles were 
backed up waiting for gates at the Ravenswood railway cross- 
ing to be raised. 

It:seems to us a rather long delay—from Dec. 12 to this 
first week of March—for steps to be taken under an enforce- 
ment order made by councilmen. 


Another thing: Village residents to whom city officials have 
laid blame for the sign removal aren't prank-playing college 
boys. They are men with families aad should have a prime 
concern with traffic safety. Should these men find ‘unsafe 
conditions in their own residentiai area they certainly would 
be the first to ask the city council for remedial action. 


Traffic wasn't the only law enforcement question 
arising at the Feb. 27. council! session. Enforcement 
—or lack of it—of the anima! control ordinance pop- 
ped up as it inevitably would have done. It all came 
about’ when Councilman Church charged lack of actiy- 
ity in enforcing the leashed-dog provision of the ordin- 
ance and asked why the city poundmaster should be 
attending an FBI training course, why. such instruction 
was necessary to his job. 


The councilman’‘s latter question seemed fairly answered 
when it was explained Poundmaster Petrucci isa police officer 
and performs certain police work besides his animal control 
duties. Any doubt as to Petrucci’s status seems a little strange 
to us, since at the time the ordinance was passed the fact was 
brought out. that the poundmaster wouid not necessarily de- 
vote full-time to that job but would be available for police 
work, such as controlling traffic at school crossings. 


No blame need be attached to Petrucci personally for 
what Mr. Church cited as a poor record in impounding stray 
dogs. The poundmaster is merely following orders. He works 
a 44-hour week and of that total spends an estimated 


side his regular hours, he answers emergency calls under the 
animal control ordinance and voluntarily does night police 
work such as checking business firm doors if a regular patrol- 
man is incapacitated. : 


We feel that-the open criticism of enforcement should be 
weighed. on the basis of the record. In public hearings, coun- 
cilmen received expert advice that a !eashed-dog provision 
might prove unenforceable. In fact, Councilman Church, we 
recall, :ventured such an. opinion when he made the first mo- 
'~ tion in council mare than a year ago in behalf of a control 

ordinance. ast ost 
We doubt.whether the:entirepolice department could pro- 
vide 100: per cent enforcement of that particular provision.

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City Sales 
Tax Study 
Discussed 


The state board of equalization re- 
cently published a very interesting 
study on city sales taxes. For the 
first time there are given relatively 
accurate figures on the amount of 
sales taxes collected from the cities 
of the state, including Menlo Park. 

The study js timely in that pro- 
posals: are being advanced for legis- 
lation that would permit counties 
to levy a 1% retail sales tax to off- 
set their heavy welfare costs; with 
%% credit going to cities levying 
a city sales tax, and with state col- 
lection. 

The study notes that 141 cities 
are levying sales taxes in Califor- 
nia. While this 141 represents less 
than 47% in number of the cities 
in: the ‘state, it represents 80% of 
the value of taxable retail trans- 
actions in cities, and 73% of the 
value of taxable retail transac- 
tions in the state. Five years ago 
only five cities were collecting 
a retail sales tax: 


The study makes careful estimates 
of the amount of revenue collected 
from each %% of the state sales tax. 
It estimates such revenue for Menlo 
Park for the 12 months ended June 
30, 1950, to have been $42,682. For 
PaJo Alto it was $186,771 and for 
Redwood City $178,333. This is the 
first measure of our Sales as com- 
pared with our neighbors that I 
have seen. 


Of course, it is taxable sales only, 
excluding focdstuffs and other tax 
exempt merchandise, that is the 
basis of these figures. Menlo Park 
has for many years been relatively 
self-sufficient so far as grocery 
stores and meat markets-are con- 
cerned. The developments of the 
last several years have begun to 
make it more self-sufficient :in other 
lines, and it would be very interest- 
ing to have a quarterly report of the 
taxable sales in our city limits. 

In comparing our sales. with | 
those of Palo Alto and Redwood 
City, and making a rough estimate 
of the relative sizes of the shop- 
pine population, it would seem 
logical that our sales eould be 
doubled on the basis of existing 
population if we had a variety of. 
shops giving customers an ade- 
quate choice of quality, style, ete. | 
It is surprising to me that Red- 
wood City so closely matches Palo 
Alto in taxable retail sales. 

Other Peninsula city figures are 
‘Atherton, $470; San Mateo $162,655; 
Burlingame, $130,963; Belmont, $19,- 
593; San Carlos, $62,521; Mountain 
View, $58,067; Sunnyvale, $35,373 
and San Jose, $756,147. 

The unincorporated area of San 
Mateo county produced $114,736 or 
11% % of the county total. The yield 
of a %% sales tax in Menlo Park 
was equivalent to more than one- 
half cf the city tax rate last year. 

It is no wonder that most of our 
cities badly in need of revenue 
(Menlo Park is not in this group) 
have turned to this source. How- 

€ver, the study also notes that in the 
cities that do collect sales taxes, 
their revenue per %% averages only 
only three-quarters of that of the 
State, because of additional exemp- 
tions and Jess intensive auditing.

ORDINANCE No. 205 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK RELATING to 
CIVIL DEFENSE AND 
DISASTERS. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Purposes. The de- 
clared purposes of this ordinance 
are to provide for the preparation 
and carrying out of plans for the 
civil defense of persons and prop- 
erty within this city in the event 
-Of a disaster, and to provide for the 
coordination of the civil defense and 
disaster functions of .this city -with 
all other public agencies and affect- 
ed private persons, corporations and 
organizations. Any expenditures 
made in connection with such civil 
defense and disaster acttvities, in- 
‘eluding mutual aid activities, shall 
be deemed conclusively to be for the 
‘direct protection and benefit of the 
inhabitants and property of the City 
of Menlo Park. 

SECTION 2. Definitions. (a) Ciy- 
il Defense. As used in this ordin- 
ance, the term “civil defense” shall 
mean the preparation for and the 
carrying out of all emergency func- 
tions, other than functions for which 
military forces are primarily respon- 
Sible, to prevent, minimize, and re- 
pair injury and damage resulting 
from disasters. It shall not include, 
nor does any provision of this ordin- 
ance apply to any condition relat- 
ing to-a labor controversy. 

-(b). Disasters. As used in this or- 
dinance, the term “disaster” shall 
}mean actual or threatened enemy 
attack, sabotage, extraordinary fire, 
ffood, storm, epidemic, riot, earth- 
quake or other similar public calam- 
ty.

SECTION 4. Civil Defense and 
Disaster Council. Powers and Dut- 
ies. It shall be the duty of the City 
of Menlo Park civil defense and dis- 
aster council, and it is hereby em- 
powered, to review and recommend 
for adoption by the city council, civil 
defense and disaster and mutual aid 
plans and agreements and such or- 
dinances and resolutions and rules 
and regulations as are necessary to 
implement such plans and agree- 
ments. The civil defense and dis- 
aster council shall meet upon call of 
the chairman or in his absence from 
the city or inability to call such 
meeting, upon the call of the vice 
chairman. 


SECTION 5. Director of Civil De- 
fense and Disaster. Powers and 
Duties. There is hereby created the 
office of director of civil defense 
and disaster. The City Manager 
shall be the director of civil defense 
and disaster, 


The director is hereby empowered: 

(a) To request the city council to 
proclaim the existence or threatened 
existence of a disaster and the ter- 
mination thereof, if the city coun- 
cil is in session, or to issue such pro- 
clamation if the city council is not 
in session, subject to confirmation 
by the city council at the earliest 
practicable time; 

(b) To request the Governor to 
proclaim a state of extreme emer- 
gency when in the opinion of the 
director the resources of the area or 
region are inadequate to cope with 
the disaster; 

(c) To control and direct the ef- 
fort of the civil defense and disaster 
organization of this city for the ac- 
complishment-of the purposes of this 
ordinance; 


(d) To direct coordination and co-| 


operation between divisions, services 
and staff of the civil defense and 
disaster organization of this city, 
and to resolve questions of author- 
ity and responsibility that may arise 
between them; 

(e) To represent the civil-defense 
and disaster organization of this city 
in all dealings with public or pri- 
vate agencies pertaining to civil de- 
fense and disaster. 

SECTION 6. In the event of the 
proclamation of a disaster as here- 
in provided, or the proclamation of 
a state of extreme emergency by the 
Governor or the State Director of 
Civil Defense, the director is hereby 
empowered: 

(a) To make and issue rules and 
regulations on matters reasonably 
related to the protection of life and 
property as affected by such dis- 
aster; provided, however, such rules 
and regulations must be confirmed 
at the earliest practicable time by 
the city council: 

(b) To obtain vital supplies, 
equipment and such other proper- 
ties found lacking and needed for 
the protection of the life and prop- 
erty of the people and bind the city 
for the fair value thereof, and _ if 
required immediately, to comman- 
deer the same for public use;

RAPID GROWTH

The ordinance establishing a 
recreation commission to govern 
the recreation department’s activ- 
itieg was dated August 5, 1948. 

At .that time, the program was 
inaugurated with one full-time em- 
ployee, one part-time employee, and 
one swimming pool coach to operate 
that facility during the remaining 
weeks of the summer. 

Today, the “rec” department has 
two full-time employees and eight 
part-time instructors. Five pool at- 
tendants, who will instruct swim- 
ming and diving classes, have been 
engaged for the coming summer sea- 


son. 


WIDER REACH 

Athough the recreation depart- 
ment’s own physical plant has not 
been enlarged by the addition of any 
new parks or playgrounds, its pro- 
gram has been given a_ better 
“reach” into-all parts of the city 
with the establishment of after- 
class programs: 

The eight part-time employees in- 
clude in their number a craft teach- 
er, “girls’ day” director, children’s 
dance class instructor and _ play- 
ground instructors whose work is 
carried on five days a week at the 
four schools of the Menlo Park Ele-. 
mentary school district. 

Moreover, existing facilities are 
being constantly improved to allow 
maximum use: at present, a bar- 
becue and picnic area in the rear 
of Burgess gym is being develop-
